ISSUANCE OF A PATENT IN FEE TO GEORGE SCOTT, A 
CROW ALLOTTEE

Mr. Ecron, from the Committee on Interior and Insular Affairs, 
submitted the following 


REPORT 


{To accompany S. 2407] 


The Committee on Interior and Insular Affairs, to whom was 
referred thie bill (S. 2407) authorizing and directing the Secretary 


of the Interior to issue to George Scott a patent in fee to lands allotted 
to him on the Crow Reservation, Mont., having considered the same 
neo thereon with the recommendation that it do pass with the 
following amendments: 

On page 1, line 8, change the period to a semicolon and the word 
“The” following the period to ‘‘the’’. 

It appears that Mr. Scott is qualified to conduct his affairs without 
governmental supervision or protection. He does not live on the 
reservation and has no intention of returning. 

This bill, if enacted, will authorize and direct the Secretary of the 
Interior to issue a patent in fee to George Scott for his allotment No. 
1765, comprising his homestead of 645.76 acres on the Crow Reserva- 
tion, Mont. 

The act of June 4, 1920 (41 Stat. 751), prohibits a Crow Indian 
allottee from selling more than one-half of his homestead lands. For 
this reason the enactment of legislation is necessary to authorize the 
allottee to sell all the land described in the bill. 

The Secretary of the Interior recommends the enactment of this bill. 

A copy of the Secretary of the Interior’s report, dated May 2, 
1952, is attached hereto and made a part of this report, as follows:

My Dear Senator O’Manoney: Reference is made to your request for a 
report on 8. 2407, a bill authorizing the Secretary of the Interior to issue a patent 
in fee to George Scott. 

I recommend that the bill be enacted. 

The bill would authorize and direct the Secretary of the Interior to issue a 
patent in fee to George Scott for the remainder of his allotment No. 1765, com- 
prising his homestead of 645.76 acres on the Crow Reservation, Mont. The act 
of June 4, 1920 (41 Stat. 751) — a Crow Indian allottee from selling more 
than one-half of his homestead lands. For this reason the enactment of legisla- 
tion is necessary to authorize the allottee to sell all the land described in the bill. 

It appears that Mr. Scott is qualified to conduct his affairs without govern- 
mental supervision or protection. He does not live on the reservation and has 
no intention of returning. The alienation of this Jand will not interfere with the 
future welfare or security of the Crow Tribe. 

In line 8 of the bill, the period after the word ‘‘east’’ should be changed to a 
semicolon and the world ‘‘The’’ following the period should be changed to “the” 
in order to describe the land included correctly. 

The Bureau of the Budget has advised that there is no objection to the sub- 
mission of this report to your committee.
